sevelt said today he favored the 
elimination 
of all holding com- 


panies. 


The president made the state- 


ment at a press conference in ex- 
pressing unalterable opposition to 
the modification of the "death sen- 
tence" in the utility holding com- 
pany act which had been proposed 
by Wendell L. Willkie, head of the 
Commonwealth and Southern cor- 
poration, as one condition to an 
"understanding" with the adminis- 
tration. 


The president did not indicate 


how he would terminate the holding 
company practice, but said remote 
control of local community banking 
should be ended as well as similar 
practices in the utility and other 
fields. 


Asked if bankruptcy was the way 


out, the president replied in the 
negative and said there were va- 
rious other ways. 


He also was asked if the taxing 


power was to be utilized, answering 
that he had not reached that yet. 


Opposes Exceptions 


Mr. Roosevelt told a large gath- 


ering of reporters that holding com- 
panies should be wiped out even 
down to those of the first degree. 
Why have any at all, he asked his 
audience. 


He replied with an emphatic af- 


firmative when asked if he would 
extend his principle to all lines of 
business. 


He then gave his illustration of 


the community bank 
which was 


controlled in a large financial cen- 
ter. 
He said the little banker was 


going and that was a bad thing. 


Why, he asked, can't a small bank 


•-* support itself, especially nowadays 


with federal supervision and deposit 
insurance. 


He referred to his Jackson day 


dinner speech and reiterated that 
owners of $600,000,000 of private 
power securities were controlling a 
total of $13,000,000,000 of utility capi- 
tal. That just can't go on, he said.

"reform" our taxing methods, from 
federal down, need a complete and 
thorough overhauling during 1938. 


Our present system is just a big

Convinced at last that serious inroads 


had been made upon our sprouting pros- 
perity he was quick to bring into play 
his bountiful enthusiasm, his wholesome 
optimism, and a thoroughly resourceful 
disposition 
in 
amalgamating otherwise 


discordant 
and 
rambunctious elements 


into a harmonious force to drive away 
from the door the wolves of disaster. 


Leading business men throughout the 


country have met him more than half way 
for the purpose of creating a united and 
resolute front that the nation may re- 
cover and maintain better times. 


The willingness of the American people 


to sink or forget their very critical differ- 
ences of opinion in order that all efforts 
may be employed to resist a national at- 
tack, economic or otherwise, augurs splen- 
didly for their future. 


Mr. Roosevelt has been shown black on 


white the grave difficulties that some of 
his measures have created. He has been 
able to appreciate recently how mistak- 
en is the idea that the government may 
divest corporations of all their profits and 
then when difficulties arise ask them to 
keep men at work. If his eyes arc suf- 
ficiently open the recession will not be 
altogether an unsweetened pain. It may 
result in a determination upon the part 
of the administration to scrutinize more 
closely some of these starry-eyed ideas of 
reform, and test them with a practical 
eye upon realities. 


With the merely reactionary grumbling 


of genuine Toryism there can be no pa- 
tience. But the inclination at Washington 
to construe every caution or criticism is- 
sued by business interests as a chronic and 
expected complaint is now found to be one 
of the major causes of the recession in 
that the true effects of some of the Roose- 
velt legislation upon farmers and work- 
ers was never inquired into but the laws 
were rushed through in impish glee be- 
cause industry objected loudly. 


INDUSTRIAL ESPIONAGE 


The senate subcommittee that report- 


ed, concerning spying in industry, even 
making the commonly necessary allow- 
ance for political exaggeration, painted 
an unpleasant picture. 


It is a stain upon our civilization that 


some of the largest employers of labor 
who are also in many respects the most 
decent and enlightened have hired sleuths 
to dog the footsteps of their employes, 
elbow around them to pick up conversa- 
tion or slink into unions with hypocrisy 
on their lips and a ready tongue to tell 
everything they have heard. 


But now that we are about to bring 


such conduct to a conclusion, voluntary 
or otherwise, the books should never be 
closed without a very careful and impar- 
tial investigation concerning the reasons 
that could account for such a situation. 


There may be a great number of rea- 


sons. We pretent no special information. 
But one who is only moderately wise to 
the ways of the world and to what has 
happened in America during the past 
twenty years is likely to come pretty close 
to the truth. 


In the first place extensive detective 


organizations sought this business. There 
was nothing finer in the way of a retainer 
than to be employed by a wealthy cor- 
poration that needed perhaps 10 or 50 
or 100 operatives who ordinarily cashed 
about 8-dollar-a-day wages for themselves 
plus expenses and another $2.00 a day for 
the agency that placed them. 


The agencies were benefitted if they 


greatly exaggerated the dangers to the 
particular industrialist. They got better re- 
sults if they used the most vivid colors 
on the palette. 
Undoubtedly they pre- 


sented to the corporate heads what they 
term "a preliminary survey" just to give 
an insight into the dcvilishness of what 
was transpiring. 


Such a report would appear substan- 


tiated in the industrialist's eyes by what 
he heard from other sources including the 
wild words of harem-scarem agitators. 
And he might fail to realize, although the 
evidence was at hand in abundance, that 
the queer ones in labor are 
generally 


pretty well understood by the general run 
of workers as fellows who have flaws, 
quite often mental, and who could not re- 
main consistently at anything for long 
unless it was shouting. 


So "the enemy at the gate,'' who is 


an enemy and was at the gate, was mul- 
tiplied a hundred times beyond the truth; 
and the natural friend in the shop,—as 
shop and office are by nature made for 
friendship,—must have been considered a 
puny thing unable to fend for himself and 
so few in number as hardly to be of con- 
sequence. 


Looking at one side with a magnifying 


glass and at the other through the wrong 
end of a telescrope is bound to vproduce 
a fantasy in the nature of a nightmare. 


EDUCATION IS NEEDED 


Some of the greatest victories of medi- 


cine have been delayed until education 
of the people had brought understanding 
and willingness to abandon old ways. 


With education, medical battles are 


half won, as witness the experiences of 
Pasteur and many another pioneer, the 
work of Americans in combatting yellow 
fever 
and 
hookworm, and the present 


progress that is being made since medi- 
cine has been permitted to wage its fight 
against social diseases in the open. 


Lack of understanding is one of medi- 


cine's greatest handicaps. 
We take it for 


granted xhat the United States has the 
finest hospitals, the best equipment, the 
most completely equipped 
laboratories 


and many of the leading medical men in 
the world. We are more than half right, 
but because these things are true we are 
not justified in closing our eyes to condi- 
tions that shame this nation in the world's 
eyes. 


Eyes are closed, perhaps, because there 


has not been enough effort exerted to 
jar us into consciousness. 


With all the progress that has been 


made by medicine in the United States, 
this nation's infant mortality rate is too 
high. 
Too many mothers die in child- 


birth. 
Other nations' records are better 


than ours. 


It may be said in our defense that we 


have not been roused to full consciousness 
of these conditions. There is reason to 
believe that when the American people 
realize that these things are true, and un- 
derstand what must be done if these con- 
ditions arc to be alleviated, another battle 
will be more than half won.

X—WRITING AN1> OTHER 


INVENTIONS 


Writing was almost certainly in- 


vented either in Egypt or in a coun- 
try west of the Persian gulf, known 
as Sumer. Historians have 
given 


much effort toward learning which 
of these two was first in giving the 
art to the world. 


Papyrus growing: alonj the Nile. 
The very first writing of 
the 


Egyptians has not come down to us. 
However, here are some of 
the 


things that scientists have found to 
be true: 


Words were only pictures at first. 


Instead of writing "sun," the Egyp- 
tians drew a picture of the sun. For 
"man", they drew a picture of a 
man. It was the same for "eye," 
"arm," and scores of other things. 


Later Egyptians learned to make 


pictures stand for sounds. Let us see 
how we might do that in our own 
language. Suppose we wanted to 
write the sound to "hotel" 
with 


pictures. Might we not draw a pic- 
ture of a hotel and then a picture of 
a man with his mouth open, "tell- 


To do this well, an alphabet had 


to be made. An alphabet is simply a 
number o* signs .(letters) which 
stand for certain sounds. The alpha- 
bet we use has twenty-six signs (or 
letters). The common Egyptian al- 
phabet had twenty-three 
signs, 


stood for different ways of speak- 
ing our sign "a". One sign for "a" 
was the picture of a reed CAKE in 
Egyptian). 


Let us see how the 
Egyptians 


wrote the word "aft." 


For "a" they made the picture- 


word for reed. For the "f" they used 
the picture-word for snail (FENT in 
Egyptian). For "t" they made the 
sign for hand (TOT in Egyptian.) 


Thus the word "aft" was spelled 


out. The word "fat," however, might 
mean several different things. 
To 


show which meaning was intended, 
special picture-signs were made at 
the end. When four straight marks 
were added, "aft" meant 
FOUR. 


When "aft" stood for jumping, pic- 
tures of legs were added. 


The writing was usually 
done 


upon PAPYRUS, a rush- like plant 
which grew in marshes alongside 
the Nile. 
This plant 
sometimes 


reaches the height of ten feet. 


We get our word paper from "pa- 


pyrus," and indeed a kind of paper 
was made from the plant. Its stem 
was split into long, thin strips. The 
strips were laid side by side, to the 
proper width. Then shorter, pieces 
were laid all along.'cross-wise. The 
whole was soaked in water ar:.J 
hammered into one piece. When it 
dried, it made a pale yellow paper, 
which would take ink. Papyrus "pa- 
per" \\ as usually rolled up when not 
in use."

hnique is Mastered 
By Following The Rules 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Every art, craft or job of any sort has its own technique. If one is to 


excel in his work he must learn that technique so thoroughly that it be- 
comes the natural, easy habitual way of working. Technique is mastered 
by following the rules, understanding them, practicing them over and 
over. It is a dull business, one which children shun because it is a disci- 
pline beyond their endurance. 


Yet technique must be learned. The musician must learn how to place 


his hands, how to use them. He must learn to read and execute the 
written notes. The artist must master line and shadow, form and color. 
The craftsman must master his materials, learn to use his tools, learn 
the ways of his craft. Children ,in order to learn any of these practices, 
ought to start early, so early that abstract technique is beyond them. 
They live in the present moment and have to have the immediate success 
of their efforts. If they find that their efforts result in a bungled job. an 
unlovely result, they turn from the task discouraged and it is difficult to 
get them to turn to it again. 


Imitation is the easiest \fray. for children who are beginning any art or 


craft. They can copy what they see done. They can trace lines, do as the 
teacher does, step by step. It is per- 
missible to help them get the right 
way by doing the hard things for 
them. Start making the basket be- 
cause starting it is one of the hard- 
est steps in the process. And finish 
it. for that. too. is hard. Let the be- 
ginner do the in-between work and 
so get a good result. 


While a child is in the imitative 


stage of learning never mind teach- 
ing him the rules as such. Be care- 
ful that the work he is imitating is 
accomplished by the risht technique 
so that he will not have to unlearn 
what he learns at the start. He can 
imitate perfect work as easily as he 
can the 
careless 
and 
imperfect 


work. The first lessons are to give 
him confidence, liking, pleasure. 
When he has accepted the work as 
his own choice rather than the im- 
posed task of the teacher, he will 
kindle an interest in it that will al- 
low him to want the technique. 
Then he learns it easily. 


Don't be afraid to let beginners 


play by ear. In that way they can 
hear the music as they know it 
ought to be. Play easy little melo- 
dies, the familiar ones, and let him 
imitate what he saw and heard. 
Soon he will be playing nicely, his 
hands in good position, under good 
control, not because somebody sat 
by him with a lead pencil, ready 
to crack his knuckles, but because 
somebody sat beside him to help 


him play what he liked to play, and 
showed him how. He will learn the 
technique gradually, and gladly. 


The same thing holds for draw- 


ing and painting. Let the beginners 
copy the teacher; learn, in good 
time as they indicate the need, the 
rules and the technique of the art. 
The idea in such work is always 
the successful result, the result that 
pleases the child. We are not creat- 
ing an artist. We are opening the 
way for a child to experience art 
and to practice it. If he becomes an 
artist, that is so much the better.

More than 3.000 officials of Wiscon- 
sin's dairy plants are making out 
an annual report on dairy manufac- 
tures to the crop reporting service 
of the Wisconsin and United States 
according to R. C. Swanson, county 
agriculture agent. 


This state is the largest producer 


of dairy products in the nation. 
About 11 billion 
pounds of milk 


arc produced in the state annually, 
and "much of this milk is used in 
the making of butter, cheese, con- 
dcnsery products, and ice cream. 


During the first part of January 


the officials of the dairy plants re- 
ceive a green schedule which they 
are asked to fill out and return to 
the crop reporting service. When 
these schedules are properly filled 
out there is a complete record by 
months of the amount of milk deliv- 
ered to the plants and the quantity 
of dairy products made from the 
milk as well as much other infor- 
mation relating 
to the dairy in- 


dustry. 


Wisconsin 
is a pioneer 
in the 


gathering of dairy manufacturing 
statistics, and the methods devel- 
oped in the state have been, found 
useful in other states. According to 
the crop reporting service, much 
credit for thec ompleteness of ,the 
state's annual reports on dairy man-
